Off the coast of California one night last month the crew of the U.S. 
aircraft carrier Valley Forge waited until after dark and then catapulted 
a jet Panther into the night. For the next hour all the crew could see was 
@ series of strange light patterns as eight jets took off and landed twi 
for a total of 16 landings. As each plone zoomed in, two streaks from its 
wing lights twisted in quick swirls as the pilot swung into his approach, 
Then, while the landing signal officer waved his luminous paddles from 
the edge of the flight deck, the planes cut their power, glided swiftly down 
and were slowed to a halt by cables stretched across the deck. It was the 
first time a night carrier landing had ever been tried with jets, but it went 
off with only one hitch: on his second landing Lieut. Commander Bill Sis- 
ly hit the flight deck too hard with his starboard wheel (left), causing the 
tire to blow out. The plane was undamaged, and after the plane director 
gave the signol with his light Sisly taxied away to have his tire changed.

POLITIGKING STARTS EARLY IN SOUTH 


In Hugo, Okla. last week the great game of poli- 
tics was being played in a serio-comic setting in- 
digenous to the southern half of the U.S. As four 
circuses broke winter quarters to go on the road, 
two ambitious politicians led a noonday parade 
through Hugo’s business district (above). One of 
them, Representative Mike Monroney, 48, will 
try to oust cantankerous old (73) Senator Elmer 
‘Thomas in Oklahoma’s Democratic primary on 
July 4. The other, a 35-y d-haired min- 
ister named Bill Alexander (‘The Great”), is a self- 
styled Jeffersonian Democrat who is running for 
Senator Thomas’ seat as a Republican. The sena- 
tor declined to take part in the ceremony, but his 
Hugo supporters did not forget him (inset). 
Throughout the South last week politicking was 
off to an unusually fast start. There were several 
reasons for early campaigning. In Oklahoma, Mike 
Monroney had actually been running for the Sen- 
ate since last October; in Alabama 15 candidates 
entered the gubernatorial race and everybody had 
to get to work early; Florida had a civil rights issue 
and an early primary. Other states would get in on 
the act later. In Georgia a 400-pound state repre- 


sentative and a registered nurse had announced 
for governor (although “Hummon” Talmadge 
was favored to win re-election). In North Caro- 
lina an old buck-and-wing performer was trying to

come back—“Buncombe Bob” Reynolds, whose 
wartime retirement from the Senate was enforced 
by his pre-Pearl Harbor admiration for Hitler. 
Reynolds, who first got elected to the Senate in 
1932 by burlesquing his opponent's fondness for 
caviar (‘He eats fish aigs”), is now gunning for 
the Senate seat held by Educator Frank Graham. 

Except in Oklahoma, where Alexander gave the 
Republicans ‘ong candidate in a state contigu- 
ous to the rebel South geographically and politi- 
cally, all Southern politicking (8 U.S, Senate seats, 
6 governorships) would be settled in 14 Demo- 
cratic primaries between May 2 and Aug. 29. But 
two primary contests interested the entire U.S. 
In South Carolina former Secretary of State Jim- 
my Byrnes, who in precampaign speeches had be- 
come the outstanding articulator of Democratic 
objections to Truman’s Welfare State, was run- 
ning for governor. Although his campaigning had 
been confined to nonpolitical appearances (p. 56), 
he looked like a shoo-in. And in Florida (pp. 30, 31) 
conservative interests had joined to give Claude 
Pepper, the most unabashed Fair Deal senator in 
the South, the back-to-the-wall fight of his life.

How true of how many! 
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AMERICANS CAN ACHIEVE “SECURITY” WITHOUT RELYING ON THE STATE 


The idea of the Welfare State is becom- 
ing part of the air we breathe. Individuals 
may denounce it in the abstract, but when 
it comes down to specific cases—a crop sup- 
port, a postal subsidy, a pension, a grant-in- 
aid for a scholarship—practically everyone 
finds a personal rationalization for taking 
from the State when and where he can. Since 
the drift of history is in the direction of the 
Welfare State, it may appear utterly quix- 
otic to stand in the way of a seemingly in- 
eluctable fate. 

Nevertheless, we persist in taking the risks 
of quixotry. We recognize all of the seeming- 
ly inevitable compulsions that have caused 
people to think they can get an absolute 
guarantee of security from government. Any 
guarantee of security that pretends to be ab- 
solute is, of course, a delusion. But insofar as 
security can be had, we insist there is a prac- 
tical alternative to the Welfare State that is 
worth wide popular discussion. We insist 
that history might go off on a new and cre- 
ative tangent if people were only minded to 
pause and think the alternative over for a bit. 

The practical alternative to the Welfare 
State is not something called laissez faire, 
or Rugged Individualism, or any of the other 
porat ¢ phrases for capitalism. We would 

tempted to call the alternative the Wel- 
fare Society if we didn’t distrust the obses- 
sive connotations which the word “welfare” 
has come to have. Insofar as security must 
be one objective of the good society (other 
and more important objectives are produc- 
tivity, excellence, creativeness, adventure, 
honor and the chance to take a chance), our 
practical alternative to the Welfare State 
would concern itself with many welfare de- 

ices. In our preferred type of society the 
means to security ‘ould be reliance, not 
on government, but on organizations pro- 
moted by the people themselves. In our so- 
ciety people would predominantly prefer to 
experiment with their own forms of associ- 
ation for mutual aid. 

Seeking health, the people would not run 
to government for medical aid. Instead, they 
would turn to Blue Shield and Blue Cross and 
similar medical insurance societie 
interests of freedom, the well-to-do would 
willingly pay a higher Blue Cross rate than 
those in the low income brackets. Doctors 
would practice “group medicine,” pooling 
their mechanical facilities for diagnosis (al- 
ways an expensive item for the individual) 
and working out fee schedules that would 
allow low income families to join Blue Cross 
societies for a nominal sum. 

Our society would encourage cheap hous- 
ing. It would not, however, put its reliance 
on government to get it. In a self-reliant so- 
ciety, labor unions, for example, would use 
their treasury surpluses to enable their mem- 
bers to get housing money at low interest 
rates. Unions would buy tracts of unim- 
proved land and pass individual plots along 
to members without charging a subdivider’s 
fee. Middle-class people who want homes 
would enroll in building and loan societies. 


They would save their money and lend it 
back to themselves at a low interest rate. 
They would study the history of housing in 
Great Britain, where the Building Societies 
staged a terrific housing boom in the 1930s 
without government help. 

In our society monopolistic prices would 
cease to exist. They would be progressively 
undercut and eliminated by consumer coo) 
eratives, of which there would be a steadi- 
ly increasing number. The potentialities of 
such a movement have already been dem- 
onstrated in the Scandinavian countries, 
where the cooperatives not only sell to their 
members at prices close to cost but also go 
into manufacturing many articles for them- 
selves. 
Social Security must be one objective of 
any society in which the aged are expected 
to retire. In our society people would get se- 
curity by establishing either industry-wide 
or regional onscreen ental public corpo- 
rations, with public-spirited citizens of wide 
business experience and proven competence 
functioning as directors. The public social 
security corporation would invest its capi- 
tal in industry on a “balanced fund” basis 
—one third of the money in bonds, one third 
in preferred stocks, one third in high-grade 
common stocks. By following this method, 
the social security corporation would plow 
the people’s funds back into production— 
and the production, in turn, would provide 
for real security. 

We are not suggesting here that govern- 
ment has no role to play in helping people. 
Such things as education, road-building, 
flood control and soil conservation, since 
they involve a general welfare that cannot 
always be promoted on a large and efficient 
scale by voluntary private organizations, 
must involve some measure of governmen- 
tal action. But even in these areas there could 
be more, rather than less, reliance on volun- 
tary organization. People in rural areas have 
been helping themselves for years by estab- 
lishing voluntary Conservation Districts. 
‘There are even instances of nongovernmen- 
tal river control projects—the Muskingum 
(Ohio) Watershed Conservancy District is 
one such instance. 

In following us on our little voyage to an 
imaginary country it will have occurred to 
readers that we have not been projecting a 
series of utopian hopes; we have merely been 
describing what some people are doing al- 
ready. We have merely been listing a num- 
her of specific voluntary welfare mechan- 
isms that have already proved themselves in 
practice. Private pension plans, Blue Cross 
and Blue Shield medical insurance, housing 
societies, consumer cooperatives, public cor- 
porations and voluntary soil conservation 
districts are old stories. They are success sto- 
ries, too. And that is precisely our point: 
welfare on a self-reliant basis is not a vague 
utopian hope but a very practicable possibil- 
ity. People can have it if they want it. Weare 
sure that they would want it in increasing 
numbers if they stopped to think it over.

THE UNSOLVED CASE OF 


LEOPOLD OF THE BELGIANS 


In May 1940, Belgium’s King Leopold III surrendered himself and his army 
of 500,000 troops to the Germans after 18 days of fighting. In November of 
that year he visited Adolf Hitler. In September 1941 he married the beautiful 
Flemish commoner who had been governess to his three children by the late, 
beloved Queen Astrid. Deeply concerned over all of this, Belgium’s Parlia- 
ment voted in 1945 to bar Leopold's return to his throne without its permis- 
sion, Finally last week in an advisory plebiscite, Belgium’s people considered 
the same issues: 57.68% voted that the king should be invited to rule again. 
But his majority came from the Flemish Catholic north alone. In Brussels 
and the French-speaking Walloon areas the vote was no. The historic split 
between the Flemish and theWalloons, which such campaign posters as those 
below aggravated, was now more bitter than ever, a solution still to be found.

EEP in the earth below the great basilica of St. Peter's in Rome the 
clink of pickaxes and the scrape of shovels in the hands of workmen 

like the one above have been echoing dimly for 10 years. In the utmost 
secrecy, they have penetrated into a pagan cemetery buried for 16 cen- 
turies. Architects feared they might disturb the foundations on which 
rests the world’s largest church. But the workmen, with careful hands, 
pushed forward finally to the area where, according to a basic tenet of 
the Catholic Church, the bones of St. Peter were buried about A.D. 66. 
The Church has always held that Peter was buried in a pagan cem- 
etery on Vatican Hill. Now, for the first time, there is archacolog- 
ical evidence to support this: the newly discovered tombs, which LiFe 
shows in an exclusive series of color photographs on the following pages. 


The greatest secret of all—whether the relics of the Chief Apostle 
himself were actually found—is one which the Vatican still reserves for 
itself, though there have been rumors that the discovery of the relics 
will be announced at an appropriate time during the Holy Year. As ex- 
plained in extracts (pp. 79-85) from a report written especially for Lire 
by Monsignor Ludwig Kaas, administrator of St. Peter's who directed 
the work, a commission is now examining the most important findings. 

Later during Holy Year, pilgrims may visit the upper grottoes di- 
rectly beneath the church (pp. 68, 69), but only a few will be permitted 
to the lower level. The editors appreciate the privilege of guiding Lire’s 
readers through these chambers where in the dust of antiquity can be 
traced the humble yet transcendent beginnings of the Christian faith.

THE URNS AND COFFINS 
FROM ANCIENT BURIALS 


‘Three types of burial were used in the old Roman cemetery of the low- 
er grottoes. At its earliest stage, bodies of the dead were cremated and 
the ashes placed in urns which were then sealed up in wail niches. Most 
of the urns found were of plain terra cotta, but a few, like the one abov 
were beautifully carved of alabaster. In later years, around the Third Cen- 
tury, the wealthier Romans like the Caetennii purchased stone sarcophagi 
in which their embalmed remains were laid away. The Christians usu- 
ally buried their dead in graves, a custom Rome’s plebeians also used. 
In this final period of the cemetery’s use, rich and poor alike were buried 
side by side, with pagans and Christians often occupying the same tomb.

HEN Pope Pius XI died in February 1939, he requested burial 

next to Pope Pius X in the grottoes immediately below the pres. 
ent-day basilica of St. Peter’s. It was the task of Eugenio Cardin- 
al Pacelli, who was to become the next pope, to carry out this wish. 
Then, as now, I was the administrator of St. Peter's. On the orders 
of Cardinal Pacelli, I had charge of preparing a tomb exactly as Pius 
XI had specified. Just 36 hours before the funeral, the workmen 
who were clearing the space in the crypt proceeded, on my orders, 
to pierce the walls for further exploration. And so their eyes beheld 
a small vaulted chamber that had been completely forgotten and 
‘was not even marked in the foundation plans left by the Renais- 
sance craftsmen. 

The discovery, caused more by accident than design, persuaded 
the Vatican to make further searches. It was a bold venture, and one 
for which Eugenio Pacelli, the new pope, took active and personal 
responsibility. He confirmed beyond doubt that a scientific investi- 
gation of St. Peter’s underground—which had been discussed for 
some time but always postponed—would receive his full and un- 
equivocal support. 

Thus was launched a memorable decade of silent and determined 
work below the world’s greatest basilica. Even the passions and 
varying fortunes of war scarcely disturbed the labors in the secluded 
and hallowed earth; they did bring on a shortage of cement in the 
latter months of the conflict but we were able to carry on. Slowly 
and by stages the workmen broke below the grottoes into a lower 
level, rich in pagan and Christian antiquities. It was a journey into 
the unknown, whose difficulties, hardships and excitement are un- 
forgettable to those who shared in the labors. As the one who was 
most closely concerned with this historic undertaking, I was happy 
to be able to guide Lire’s representatives into a world where 2,000 
years of the past speak with eloquence and beauty. 

The College of Architects of St. Peter’s and a committee of archae- 
ologists were responsible for the important and delicate task of ex- 
ploring the foundations of the basilica without endangering the 
structure. Together they numbered about 10 men. The arduous

physical task of clearing debris and erecting new supports fell to 
the “Sampietrini.” In such terrain as that below St. Peter’s, where 
they might come upon archaeological findings of great importance 
at any moment, they were not permitted to use mechanical equip- 
ment. They labored with their hands, with pickaxes and shovels, 
excavating loose and heaped-up soil as far down in some places as 
the water level. 

The initial phase of removing the floor of the upper grottoes re- 
quired many months. One day in 1940 a pickax struck traces of an 
old Roman wall. Twenty days later and 13 feet deeper, this was 
identified as the facade of a Second Century fineeal monument, 
the mausoleum of the Caetennii family. Here was the first undenia- 
ble proof of the “pagan burial ground on Vatican Hill.” 

Yet exhilaration over this discovery was balanced with concern 
about the consequences. The architects feared that further excava- 
tions might, at some point, endanger the foundations of St. Peter's 
basilica—a fear shared by Romans who, as rumors of the work leaked 
out, were heard to sigh 
at times, “This German 
monsignor will under- 
mine our cupuléne!” The 
college was summoned to 
a meeting near the graves 
of the Caetennii. There 
they considered the ques- 
tion of whether the ex- 
cavations should contin- 
ue or stop. In the end it 
was decided to continue 
the daring enterprise. 

Caution was always 
necessary. Most of the 
pillars supporting the 
floor of the present basi 
ica and flanking the wall 
of Constantine’s central 
nave had been sunk into. 
loose earth and lacked a

rested on pillars that had been erected on unstable portions of pa- 
gan tombs. At such points old pillars were reinforced or new ones 
installed, marked with the Vatican seal and the date to avoid fu- 
ture confusion between new and old work. Thus architects and ar- 
chacologists compromised their respective demands for caution 
and boldness while the tireless and hard-muscled Sampietrini were 
unearthing discoveries which fit harmoniously into the picture of 

s glorious past. 

some places the work of reinforcement was delayed temporar- 
ily by the he tor of the Vatican’s underground waterways against 
which the guardians of St. Peter’s have waged a fight since the time 
of Pope Damasus I (A.D. 366 to 384). To combat this danger at 
one particularly serious stage, the administrators of St. Peter’s did 
not even refuse the services of water “diviners,” though their find- 
ings were so inconclusive and contradictory as to offer little help. 
Eventually the seepage was traced to a leak in underground pipes 
more than 200 feet distant from the place where the excavations 
were being carried on. After a great deal of trouble the leak was 
repaired and the Vatican’s engineers were then able to pump out 
the water, warding off that peril for the time being. 

From the pagan tomb of the Caetennii, the Sampietrini dug east- 
ward toward a point below the base of the present nave, and west- 
ward in a direction that leads eventually to a place exactly beneath 
the Papal Altar of the basilica where, according to Catholic tradi- 
tion, St. Peter was buried by his followers. Another excavation was 
also ordered from one of the newly discovered chambers of the upper 
grottoes into the lower region. Its purpose was to find, explore and 
secure the old Constantine wall below the southern edge of the ba- 
silica’s nave. Medieval literature and old sketches had told us that 
this main wall and the two walls of the southern lateral naves of 
Constantine’s basilica were resting on the foundation walls of Nero’s 
Circus, thus confirming another aspect of the story of St. Peter’s 
death and burial. Yet the Sampietrini dug to the foundations of 
the Constantine wall—and found nothing. 

This was a keen disappointment, although it was possible at that 
time to explore only a limited area along the base of the Constan- 
tine wall. This fact still left the hope that at some future date fur- 
ther excavations, now authorized, might uncover some trace of 
the Circus walls, and a different line of exploration soon brought 
us unexpected good fortune in the discovery that the Circus was

indeed on Vatican Hill. After the Constantinian walls had been ex- 
amined in all of their immediately accessible points, and after the 
nearby pillars supporting the present basilica and upper grottoes 
had been reinforced, it became necessary to reinforce the pillar on 
the eastern end of the cemetery’s street. This decision brought the 
Sampietrini to a Second Century tomb, that of a pagan named Po- 
pilius Heracle. There, in its original place, they found a marble in- 
scription with an excerpt of the last will of the dead man, It read: 
“From the triple testament of Popilius Heracle: C. Popilius Her- 
acle salutes his heirs and to my heirs I beg, command and entrust 
to your conscience to make me a monument in the Vatic [anum] 
near the Circus near the monument of Ulpius Narcissus.” The 
Circus could only have been Nero’s—for no other circus is known 
to have been located near the Vatican Hill. 

As the Sampietrini then dug toward the western end of the street 
and toward the center of St. Peter's basilica, they proceeded more 
slowly. Their progress brought them directly under the great cupola 
and to its main supports—and here special precautions became nec- 
essary from a structural viewpoint. The nearer the workmen came 
to the central area the more they were delayed by structural fac- 
tors. In the early stages of the excavations it had been extremely 
difficult to ascertain the exact age or functions of certain founda- 
tions. Because of this uncertainty the architectural advisers de- 
liberated carefully in the latter stages of the excavations before 
approving the piercing of walls directly below the massive cupola. 

For the time being the discoveries which were made in the cen- 
tral area below the main altar of St. Peter’s must remain undis- 
closed. The Vatican's reserve in this matter has caused some im- 
patience among those anxious to confirm, by physical evidence, the 
burial place of St. Peter. One must grant that such impatience is 
inspired by genuine interest in the historical and religious quest 
’s tomb; but the last word belongs to science and c: 
not be anticipated. 

At the present time a commission of reputable archacologists is 
preparing the publication of its scientific conclusions on the di 
coveries to which some newspapers have already made inexact ref- 
erence, In the meantime one may observe that the excavations 
have confirmed convincingly the Roman tradition which closel 
connected Nero’s Circus and the Vatican burial ground—or, 
other words, the place where St. Peter was executed and the place 
where he was buried. Nonbelievers may not view this affirmation 
in the same light as devout Catholics, yet it is obvious that the ar- 
chaeological evidence so far revealed gives the faithful a right t 
challenge nonbelievers for proof to the contrary of archaeology 
affirmation. 

Any believer who has passed through the excavated necropolis, 
who has observed how its street leads directly below the founda- 
tions of the first southern bronze pillar of the Bernini altar, and 
thus into the immediate vicinity of the place assigned by Christian 
tradition to St. Peter's tomb, succumbs to the silent but eloquent 
logic of his surroundings. Certainly the discoveries so far made con- 
stitute a solid basis for serious discussion on the question which oc- 
cupies so many minds. Those who believe in the Catholic tradition 
of St. Peter’s burial place below the church will, in the light of these 
new discoveries, face any such discussion confidently and in the 
spirit of complete objectivity, for the venerable past of the basilica 
speaks like the mother tongue to every Christian mind and heart.

HEN a white-robed scientist, 
momentarily looking up from 
hismicroscopeor his cyclotron, 
makes some pronouncement for the 
general public, he may not be under- 
stood, but at least he is certain to be 
believed. Statesmen, industrialists, 
ministers of religion, civic leaders, 
philosophers, all are questioned and 
criticized, but scientists—never. 
They are exalted beings, who, stand- 
ing at the very topmost pinnacle of 
popular prestige, proudly practice their mo- 
Fopoly of the unchallenged formulas “It hes 
been ‘scientifically proved... .” The “tr” 
can be almost anything. 
Our world has thus become divided into 
scientists, the infallible men of reason and re- 
search, and nonscientists, sometimes contemp-

In Year V of the atomic age, scientists generally view 
themselves as others view them: very, very seriously. But 
this month one scientist, Anthony Standen, came up with 
a book entitled Science Is a Sacred Cow (E. P. Dutton, 
$2.75). With tongue-in-cheek hyperbole, he suggests that 
a group that takes itself so ser‘ously deserves some serious 
skepticism. LIFE—without taking all Mr. Standen’s fun- 
making too seriously—thinks he deserves a happy hearing. 


tuously called “laymen.” The dividing line is 
drawn by the fact that science has achieved'so 
much while the layman knows so littleh—not 
enough, certainly, to argue back. He might not 
even want to argue back, for the claims of sci- 
ence are extremely inviting. Its benefits—from 
television to penicillin—are legion, and a mere 


layman, his imagination stupefied 
by these wonders, is duly humble. 
Since it is only human nature to ac- 
cept such flattery, the scientists eas- 
ily come to share the laymen’s opin- 
ion about themselves. The laymen, 
on the other hand, get their infor- 
mation about scientists from the sci- 
entists, and so the whole thing goes 
round and round like the Whip at 
Coney Island. 

The individual scientist—it must 
be emphasized—is not inordinately conceited; 
on the contrary, he is often a most modest and 
diffident person. Yet, when he thinks of him- 
self as a scientist, he almost always attributes 
to himself a delightful array of such qualities as 
accuracy, reasoning power, intellectual curi- 
osity, tolerance and a kind of reverent humility

before the facts of nature. So, as a group, these men of science have 
come to possess a fabulous collective ego, as inflated as a skillfully 
blown piece of bubble gum. 

In our science-minded world, it is easy to begin to share the exhila- 
ration of this collective ego at a fairly young age. The great masses 
of our youth have known “Biology I” in college, or at least “Intro- 
ductory Science” in high school. They come out of the mill with one 
of three possible reactions; either 1) they hated it and have depress- 
ing memories of cutting up dogfish; 2) they found the subject inter- 
esting, but the teacher dull, and nourish for the rest of their lives a 
wistful yearning to know more; or 3) they gobble up everything and 
acquire a fierce faith that science can solve all the ‘problems of the 
universe. People in the first two categories are genuine, understand- 
able human beings. But the third class! So far are they from having 
learned any humility, they are known in every high school andamong 
the freshmen and sophomores of every college as the most insuffer- 
able, cocksure know-it-alls. If they go on to be professional scientists 
their sharp corners are rubbed down but they undergo no funda- 
mental change. As a group, they most decidedly are not set apart 
from the others by their tolerance, perceptiveness or patient hu- 
mility, as their teachers would like to have us believe. Rather do they 
seem to think that they are entitled to pour scorn on other subjects 
from a very great height. They become technocrats. They seem to 
believe that no social or diplomatic problem is beyond their compe- 
tence to discuss, if not to solve. They eat concentrated vitamins. 
They are, in the fullest sense of the word, uneducated. 

That thereare plenty of good reasons for knowing somethingabout 
science goes without saying, whether you are farming or mending 
a Ford car. Atomic energy, of course, has given a great boost to sci- 
ence education, for persons of all ages from 5 to 100. Obviously we, 
or our élected representatives, should know as much as we possibly 
can about uranium 235 and the neutrons, for it is very little good 
having just a nodding acquaintance with a neutron. 


The “scientific method” 


ESPITE these excellent reasons for studying science in big 
doses, the scientists stick to their attitude that the real rea- 
son is something else, something higher and loftier altogether. They 
are like the Elizabethan poets, who would praise their mistress’s 
eyes, nose, lips, neck, ete., and then say “but if you could see the 
virtue that dweils within her breast, you would find that even more 
delightful still.” For it is not the base, utilitarian results of science 
that they advertise most: it is always the “scientific method” or the 
“scientific attitude” or a variety of other hidden mystical virtues. 
Useful facts are mere dross: it is this underlying “method” that puri- 
fies and refines the soul. And so a sanguine chemist, William J. Wis- 
sener, currently head of an industrial chemical research lab in Read- 
ing, Pa., tells us: “Science teaches us how to think straight, how to 
avoid deceit, and how to benefit mankind most by honoring the au- 
thority of Truth.” Or take the words of another scientific educator, 
B. C. Gruenberg, most recently a special consultant with the Na- 
tional Health Council, who says: “Scientists have a special responsi- 
bility to help adults and adolescents to find new conceptions and 
ideas to replace the traditional religious beliefs about . . . the mean- 
ing and value of human life, aie science has made untenable.” 
(Explanatory note: Gruenberg means that the traditional beliefs 
have been made untenable, not human life.) 

Now the disillusioning truth is that “the scientific method,” how- 
ever pretentious it sounds, quite often means only the patient use of 
horsesense. Itiswhenscientistsscorn horsesenseand give" ‘thescien- 
tific method” a rude yank to stretch it into a technique of philosophy 
that their antics become most comic. When they get into this expan- 
sive mood, they start murmuring reverently about “correlations,” 
for this is one of their favorite words. They measure two things, and 
find that when one of them changes the other also changes: this is 
called a beautiful correlation, and it is pursued with a solemn, dead- 
pan intensity, as if a correlation were a thing in itself. Very often 
they argue that the one thing caused the other, when it might quite 
well have been the other way round. Thus they will offer an argu- 
ment that, in principle, runs like this: a man gets drunk on Monday 
on rye and soda water; he gets drunk on Tuesday on Scotch and 
soda water, and on Wednesday on gin and soda water. What caused 
his drunkenness? Obviously, the common factor: the soda water. 
ince scientists have such breathtaking confidence in their own 
ability—in their collective ability, that is to say—it is small wonder 
that they never pause long enough to teach what are the limitations 
of science. Yet there may be limits to what science can do. Consider 
this question: Can science disprove ghosts? The average science- 
ridden citizen assumes that, of course, it can. And yet, is that true? 


Suppose (just for the sake of amiable argument) that ghosts can oc- 
casionally appear when the psychological conditions are just right, 
and suppose—as might quite well be true—that one necessary con- 
dition for the appearance of a ghost is the absence of a scientist. 
Then “science” would go on investigating ghost after ghost, and 
would “disprove” every one of them while they kept on appear- 
ing whenever the scientists were not looking. 

jis is a simple case, perhaps not a very important one, illustrat- 
ing the impossibility of proving anything negative by the scien- 
tific method. At least it is enough to suggest that if science has any 
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more serious defects than the inability to perceive an occasional 
epee in the corner, it is of the utmost importance that all citizens 
jould know what they are. 

According to the cult of “the scientific method,” scientists not 
only do wonderful things but also teach wonderful things. Teachers 
are, indeed, the front men of science, and it is therefore instructive 
to observe how funny they can be when they are trying to be most 
serious. 

‘To woo students to their classes, some scientists offer this induce- 
ment: “Learn about our environment.” This particular lure is em- 
phasized by those who teach geology. The underlying idea is based 
on a saying that scientists like to trot out “Man is the product of 
his heredity and his environment.” What they mean is that a man 
is the product of his heredity and his environment, for no one knows 
what the heredity of “man” is, (The Missing Link is still missing.) 
The statement is open to dispute, because a strict Calvinist, for ex- 
ample, would say that the fate of man depends upon a predestina- 
tion which overrides any amount of heredity and environment. 
But then a predestinarian Calvinist is not a scientist, so what he 
says doesn’t count, and the scientists have said to one another so 
often, “Man is the product of his heredity and his environment,” 
that they all believe it without question. 

Professional educators play up the environment even more 
strongly than the regular scientists. The environment is regarded 
as a fixed, steady sort of thing that is there, and the recipient of the 
education must be adjusted to it. No education, obviously, should 
be designed to turn out social misfits, but it is not true that man 
must be adjusted to suit his environment. Man is remarkably capa- 
ble of adjusting his environment to suit himself. In fact, science it- 
self is probably man’s greatest tool in effecting changes in his envi- 
ronment. If we meekly accepted the idea that man must be adjusted 
to his environment, where should we get our reformers from? Where 
our revolutionaries? And what would our scientists do for a living? 


Physics: the best science 


F all the sciences, physics is the most highly developed and also 
0 the oldest, for it got well under way as early as the 17th Cen- 
tury. The other sciences are right in paying deference and respect 
to physics, which is unquestionably science at its best. 

But the first thing to realize even about physics is its extraordi- 
nary indirectness. Physics appears to begin with very straightfor- 
ward questions, but there are catches in it right from the start. For 
example: every high school student is told that according to Aris- 
totle the heavier of two weights would fall faster, but that Galileo, 
by dropping two different weights from the leaning tower of Pisa, 
“proved” that Aristotle was wrong, for the weights were found to 
fall in exactly the same time. And yet Aristotle was right. The heav- 
ier body does fall faster, because of air resistance, which slows up 
the lighter body more than the heavier. Only a very little faster, it 
is true, and the difference may not be detectable; but since scien- 
tists claim that they use words with such great precision, it is fair 
to hold them to it. If you press a physicist on this point, he will 
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readily admit that what he means is that the two bodies would fall 
equally fast in a vacuum. If you press him further, he will very re- 
luctantly admit that nobody has ever produced a complete vac- 
uum. And so it turns out that not the physicist but Aristotle is talk- 
ing about the actual world in which we live. 

‘This is characteristic of physics all the way through. Yet it is 
because of this, and not in spite of it, that physics is the best of the 
sciences. For physics is not about the real world; it is about “ab- 
stractions”’ from the real world. It has all the proper attributes— 
the importance of exact measurement, the reduction of everything 
to mathematics, the pitilessly rigid trains of logical thought—that 
are commonly ascribed to everything that oes hy the name of sci-

ence. But physics is not a body of indisputable and immutable 
Truth; it is a body of well-supported probable opinion only, and 
its ideas may be exploded at any time. 

Scientists have a horror of the Absolute, but as a word, rather 
than as a concept, for few of them have any clear idea of what it 
means. Relativity is accepted with great delight by modern scien- 
tists, for Einstein is regarded as having done away with Absolutes, 
replacing Absolute Time and Absolute Space by a four-dimensional 
space-time continuum which is pleasingly Relative. The momen- 
tum of this carries over into other fields, and everything possible 
is now considered relative: morals are relative, meanings of words 
are relative, even truth is relative, and the more things a man can 
describe as Relative, the greater his prestige as a Modern Thinker. 
And yet Einstein did not destroy the Absolute. He made space and 
time relative, but in order to do this he had to take something else 
—the velocity of light—and make it absolute. The velocity of light 

an extraordinary place in modern physics. It is now lese 
majesty to criticize the concept of the velocity of light. It is a sacred 
cow within a sacred cow, andiit is just about the Absolutest Abso- 
lute in the history of human thought. 

If the idols of scientists were piled on top of one another in the 
manner of a totem pole, the topmost one would be a grinning fetish 
called Measurement. 

The physicist quite naturally sees everything in terms of meas- 
urements, and he feels he has to indoctrinate his pupils with this idea. 
Show a magnet to a physicist and to a man in the street, and what 
happens? The physicist wants to measure its “magnetic moment,” 
the other fellow wants to use it to pick up phonograph needles. And 
if a pneumatic drill opens up in the street, the Physick , instead of 
putting his fingers in his ears, will measure the sound in decibels. 

Since measurement is so frightfully important, quite natural- 
ly physicists have very decided ideas about it. Instead of explain- 
ing what a thing is, they say how many times bigger it is than some 
other thing—for that is all that measurement really is. Thus, for 
a physicist, the means of measuring a thing is the thing: light is 
just So many lumens, noise so many decibels and a magnet so many 
units of magnetic moment. And so their way of explaining any of 
the more abstruse concepts of physics is to have the students meas- 
ure them at once, although of course the students may produce ex- 
actly the right measurement, and still not have any idea of what 
they have.measured. 

Let us apply all this to the awesome matter of the atom. When 
physicists say that the diameter of a hydrogen atom is two ten- 
millionths of a centimeter, do they mean that they took a ruler 
marked out in ten-millionths of a centimeter, brought it up along- 
side a hydrogen atom and compared the two? Not a bit. They sim- 
ply made one of their hypotheses; they reasoned that if the diameter 
of the atom were that number of ten-millionths, then the results of 
a certain experiment would be thus and so, exactly the way it was 


actually found to be. A great many of the measurements of phys- 
ics are of this indirect kind. It is not true that we know about atoms 
because atoms have been weighed, measured and counted, although 
physicists often imply this. It is not true that there must be atoms 
because there is an atomic bomb: the existence of the bomb is in- 
disputable, but is it atomic? It is within the bounds of possibi 
that the physicists of a hundred years from now will look back with 
amusement to the days “when they thought that that crude bomb 
of theirs had something to do with ‘atoms,’ as they used to say. Of 
course we know better now.” 

Do we have any positive proof, then, that there are such things 
as atoms? The answer is that physics can never prove things in the

way things are proved in mathematics, by eliminating all of the al- 
ternative possibilities, for it is not possible to say what they are. 
A physicist once said, “We have seen our atoms.” He didn’t real- 
ly mean it. The idea at the back of his mind, being translated, is 
“the path of a single high-speed atom can be observed and photo- 
graphed.” Now just suppose that a hunter were to announce, “I saw 
a tiger on Long Island yesterday”; if, on close questioning, he were 
to back down to “what I mean is, I saw the trail of a tiger,” would 
he be believed in the clubhouse? 


Biology: nonscientific 


sense that characterizes scientists of all kinds. But does biology 

ave the virtues of science? That is more questionable. 

If you take a course in biology, or read any of the textbooks, you 
will find extremely little that can be called scientific in any scien- 
tific sense. Here is a representative sample of what is handed o1 
The fundamental stuff of all living matter is called protoplasm— 
all living matter is organized into cells—the lowest animals have 
only one cell—the body of any higher animal, including man, shows 
many resemblances to that of a cat (cut up that cat!)—anabo- 
lism and catabolism—stimulus and response—thallophytes bryo- 
phytes pteridophytes spermatophytes—and so on and on and on 
to the end of the course, and where in the name of heayen is any- 
thing scientific in all that? You can get full marks in the course, 
without encountering any train of reasoning. 

To pep all this up a little and give it a grander sound, the biol- 
ogists are fond of issuing official pronouncements as if they were 
keys to nature’s highest secrets. Such a one is: “The cell is the fun- 
damental unit of all life.” If ever you undergo a quiz in biology, 
that is the answer. But does it mean anything? If the cell is a unit, 
in the sense that bigger things are made up of it, this only means 
that living organisms are made up of cells (all but those annoying 
exceptions called “slime molds”). But if the cell is a fundamental 
unit, what does “fundamental” mean? Think about this as much 
as you like, or as much as you can. But if you are facing a quiz, 
do not worry about it, for you will never be asked what, if any- 
thing, is “fundamental.” 

In slavish imitation of physics, biologists feel that they have to 
give neat precise definitions of their terms. The results are ludicrous. 
It is extremely difficult to define “‘life’”’-—fortunately it is not at all 
necessary. “Stimulus” and “response” are defined in terms of one 
another. No biologist can define a species. And as for a genus—all 
attempts come down to this: “A genus is a grouping of species that 
some recognized taxonomic specialist has called a genus.” No kid- 
ding, it really is that. 

By far the most sweeping, and by far the best, of the great gen- 
eralizations of biology is the Theory of Evolution, if it can be called 


[: biology there is the same tendency to speak pompous non- 
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a theory that has by no means been tested by experiment. It is not 
possible, of course, to go back into distant geological ages to find 
out what actually did happen, and so we can only see what happens 
now. Biologists have been breeding Drosophila (banana flies, their 
favorite creatures for this kind of work) for 40 years, or for more 
than a thousand generations; they have made flies with red eyes, 
short wings, hairless, dwarfed and stunted. But they have never 
succeeded in evoluting Drosophila into a fly of a different species, 
much less into any more distant creature. Just the same scientists 
have been saying, to themselves and to the outside world, “‘Scien- 
tists always test their theories by experiment,” so often that by 
sheer dint of repetition it has come to be believed by everybody else, 
and even by the scientists themselves. 

What is the theory of evolution? It is very easy to find out in a 
vague way, but very difficult to find out in a precise way. This is be- 
cause itis really two theories, one vague and one precise, The vague 
theory has been abundantly proved, with an overwhelming mass 
of evidence. The precise theory has never heen proved at all but, 
like relativity, it is accepted as a faith, 

Vague evolution is rather difficult to formulate because itis vague, 
but it is extremely easy to see. It points to the striking similarities, 
in every detail, between the bodies of men and of the apes; to the 
slightly more distant resemblances between men and other mam- 
mals, to the duck-billed platypus, and so on and so on, as can be 
found in many a fine book. Whatever this proves—and it would 
seem to prove that all forms of life are connected in some way—it 
is indisputable. 

But in what way? To answer this question, we need a precise 
theory. The precise theory of evolution is that all forms of life on 
the earth today came from some original form of life by a series of 
changes which, at every point, were natural and explainable by sci- 
ence. Now the reason why evolution has always inspired such intense 
lama ever since the days of Darwin is that it is not a pure- 
ly scientific theory, but one that involves moral, that is, human, 
behavior. It is quite different from, say, the theory that the earth 
revolves round the sun or the sun round the earth because, in the 
last analysis, it is of very little human importance which goes round 
which. The question at issue with the precise theory of evolution 

whether God gave things a sort of evolutionary shove every now 
and then (or perhaps all the time), or whether He just wound things 
up in the beginning and let them rip. 

Unfortunately biologists rarely talk about God (or at least only 
on Sundays when they are off duty), With this limitation they can 
never discuss the implications of evolution properly, and by mixing 
up the vague theory of evolution with the precise theory they give 
the impression that both have been proved, whereas the precise 
theory is much further from being proved than men are from flying 
to themoon. To quotea paleontologist, R.S. Lull, professor emeritus 
at Yale: "Since Darwin's day, Evolution has been more and more 
generally accepted, until now in the minds of informed, thinking 
men there is no doubt that it is the only logical way whereby the 
creation can be interpreted and understood. Weatonatansure, how 
ever, as to the modus operandi, but we may rest assured that the 
processhas beeninac ordance with great natural laws, some of which 
are as yet unknown, perhaps unknowable.” 

And so biologists continue to “rest assured.” But one may be 
tempted to ask, if some of the great natural laws are as yet unknown, 
how do we know that they are there? And if some are “perhaps un« 
knowable,” how do we know that they are “logical”? 


Psychology: pious hopes 


ISYCHOLOGISTS, following the biologists, who are them- 
elves following the physicists, are the unhappiest crowd of all, 
Psychologists like to believe that they base their conclusions on 
fact substantiated by scientific evidence, but they don’t, for two 
of their favorite postulates are: “All human behavior has a cause” 
and “Potentially, all human behavior can be measured and de- 
scribed.” There is no experimental proof of these interpretations. 
Some human behavior may have a cause, and some can be meas- 
ured and described, but these sweeping statements about a// human 
behavior are nothing but a pious hope. Psychologists pay lip service 
to the scientific method and use it whenever it is convenient, But 
a it doesn’t suffice they make wild leaps into cloudy theory, 

ped only by their own jet-propelled fancy. So Professor Gardner 
Murphy of the College of the City of New York tells us in the fore- 
word of his textbook on psychology: “For what it may be worth, 
I venture to put down here the few doctrines or opinions which I 
regard as fundamental in the present text, emphasizing that de- 
spite the incompleteness of evidence I feel these principles to be in 
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asense the framework with reference to which all the details may 
be seen.” What a scientist! Imagine, if you can, a physicist saying 
anything like this. The psychologist knows the evidence is incom- 
plete, but he just feels what is right! 

If even simple emotions elude investigation by gauges and re- 
cording instruments, what happens to our more complicated feel- 
ings? Hatred is akin to love—we all know this, but we didn’t learn 
it from any scientist. The fascination of horror is one of the com- 
monest experiences, but it eludes the galvanometer. For certain 
very human feelings it would not even be possible to use a galva- 
nometer. Byron describes the seduction of a lady (a subjecthe knew 
well eae unscientifically but successfully) who, “whispering 
‘T will ne’er consent’—consented.” This lady was in a delightful 
state of mixed emotions, surely most interesting to a psychologist, 
but how could these emotions be “measured’’? To connect the lady 
up to any kind of apparatus would ruin the intimacy of the scene. 

It is amazing, but true, that it is possible to go clear through a 
course in psychology without ever hearing what the various virtues 
are, and which are intellectual and which moral. “But there is no 
agreement about ‘virtues,’” reply the psychologists, shocked in

their scientific souls. To this it can be replied that there is no agree- 
ment about psychology either, There are very many points in psy- 
chology about which it is only possible to say: “Freud and his fol- 
lowers see this in terms of so-and-so, the Adlerians see it some other 
way, while the Watsonian behaviorists are unable to see it at all.”” 

It is probable that, hundreds of years from now, people will look 
back at our “objective” psychologists, with their reflex arcs and 
their stimuli and responses, in the same way in which we look back at 
the medieval schoolmen who are alleged to have debated how many 
angels could dance on the point of a pin. Meanwhile, since all of 
them pride themselves on their ability to reason, and most of them 
have a tendency to be a little humorless, let them consider the fol- 
lowing simple piece of reasoning: “There’s many a true word spoken 
in jest”; scientists are abominably solemn; therefore scientists miss 
many a true word: 


Social sciences: are they science? 


BUSY group of people who call themselves social scientists, 

awaiting the arrival of the social Galileo, are zealously writing 
such papers as ‘The Relationship of Population Density to Resi- 
dential Propinguity as a Factor in Marriage Selection,” and “Sam. 
ple of 1,001 Remarks Overheard in Manhattan.” 

There are plenty of reasons why the “social sciences” aren't 
science at all and, as a matter of fact, there are some who will admit 
this. One of the reasons is that there isn’t anything fixed or con- 
stant about what the sociologist is studying. A sociologist can never 
specify the object of his study as “copper” or “Camponotus penn- 
sylvanicus” (one of the species of ant). Instead he has to say, “This 
investigation was made on a group of 1,073 high school children 
from 14 to 15 years of age in south-central Illinois,” with the per- 
fectly clear understanding that it might be different for children 
under 14, or over 15, or in other parts of Illinois, and finally that it 
may no longer be true next year, or even tomorrow, for social con- 
didlos may by, then have changed in south-central Iliots; ‘Thus;

The easiest way to introduce pseudo-science is to call any inves- 
tigation “the testing of a hypothesis.” If a social i 
find out whether rich people are more likely to vote Republican 
than poor people, he first “frames the hypothesis that there is a 
positive correlation between income and Republicanism” and then 
goes out and “tests the hypothesis.” This can always be done, and 
it makes anything at all sound wonderfully scientific. A biologist, 
if he wishes to know how many toes a cat has, does not “frame the

hypothesis that the number of feline digital extremities is four, or 
five, or six,” he simply gets a cat and counts. A social scientist pre- 
fers the more long-winded expression every time because it gives an 
entirely spurious impression of scientificalness to what he is doing. 

Not even free will daunts a dyed-in-the-wool science fiend. Every 
week there are reports of such things as teen-age girls leaving lip- 
stick kisses on billboards, windows and milk bottles, or bobbysoxers 
rolling their socks so low they cannot be seen, Such instances of the 
infinite unpredictability of man affects social scientists no more 
than the asylum inmate is when told that he is not Napoleon. 


Science versus democracy 


IN the realm of practical politics there is plenty of reason for 

watching scientists very carefully. We are a little shy about do- 
ing this because of a widespread belief that science is intimate, if 
not identical, with democracy. The scientists, of course, are not shy 
about propagating this belief themselves. 

Yet science and democracy are not the same thing. They differ 
greatly, both in what they are aiming at and in how they go about 
things. The aim of science is truth. The aim of democracy is the 
most just kind of popular government. Truth is a matter of wheth- 
er things are this way or that: politics is a question of whether we 
should do this or the other, having in mind what is best, either for 
the individual or for society. Science can no more help us decide 
what is best than a locomotive can take the place of a compass. 

Scientists who like to tinker with history as well as hydrogen have 
another slippery syllogism for the gullible. It goes: “The 19th Cen- 
tury was a time of grand expansion for science; it was also a time 
of grand expansion of democracy; therefore science and democracy 
are one.” But this is, to say the least, quite unscientific reasoning. 
It is worth noting that the 20th Century, in which democracy has 
been if anything on the wane, has so far been a period of even greater 
expansion of science. The Germans didn’t get the atomic bomb; but 
their V2 was taken up avidly by our Army. Their chemists are still, 
as they have been for 100 years, magnificent—but only the most 
tortured “scientific method” of reasoning could add this up to make 
“a century of German democracy.” 

The truth is that freedom—the word and the idea—can be seri- 
ously menaced by those scientists (especially the social ones) whose 

od is that most fuzzily defined and most tyrannous of all deities: 
bjectivity. When a scientist becomes really “objective” about 
freedom, he cannot even say what it is. He notices that the word

“freedom” seems to convey different things to different people: to 
us, freedom of the press means freedom from interference by the 
government; to the Russians, it means freedom from interference 
by the capitalist cartels. The Russians are astonished at our vigi- 
lance and suspicion of a government which, according to our own 
litical theory, we elected ourselves. An “objective” scientist has 
ittle difficulty in understanding this argument. But he cannot un- 
derstand the feeling of the backwoodsmen in the frontier days— 
probably the freest men there ever were—when “every man was as 
good as any other, and a darned sight better.” One “objective” sci- 
entist, Lyman Bryson, making a great scientific effort, defines a 
free society as “one in which there is a rich variety of normalities.” 
This is all right as far as it goes. It goes only until the shock troops 
or the commissars come in saying, “There isn’t a rich enough vari- 
ety of normalities around here; some of you have got to do some- 
thing different.” 

To be still more objective and still more dangerous, the scien- 
tist may argue that since “freedom” is understood differently by 
different persons it is only a subjective feeling, a state of mind. What 
causes this subjective feeling? Obviously, the “conditioning” (or 
“education”) that the person has received. A Russian thinks of free- 
dom differently because he was conditioned differently, that’s all. 
Anybody is free who thinks he is free, according to his past condi- 
tioning. The scientific conclusion would then be very simple: Stop 
worrying about what freedom is, condition everybody alike, and 
Rive them whatever they have been taught to think of as freedom. 

‘o make the whole thing easier to carry out in practice, it will be 
well to condition people to think of, as freedom, something that will 
be easy to provide for them. Bread and circuses, for instance, or 

peorn and movies. 

Aldous Huxley has given us a fair warning. “The most important 
Manhattan projects of the future,” he has prophesied, “will be 
vast government-sponsored inquiries into what the oliticians and 
the participating scientists will call ‘the problem of happiness’—in 
other words, the problem of making people love their servitude.” 

There are plenty of signs that this is no false alarm. “What sci- 
ence can do for men is not enough,” a former general secretary of 
the American Association for the Advancement of Science has said. 
“This must be subordinate to what science can do to men.” Instant- 
ly and precisely at this point, we must say to the scientist: Halt— 
and get back to your lab. 

It is not Galileo’s fault. When he dropped his two weights from 
the tower in Italy, he didn’t know what (i ‘was starting. He started 
the modern science of physics. But according to the official account, 
he also started the modern scientific method. "The method” has 
gone a long way since Galileo, and a long way away from physics. 

It has not only gotten worse, however, it has also gotten funnier 
—which is some consolation. So, while we must watch scientists 
carefully we shall find the strain of vigilance lightened by a great 
deal of amusement. We can, and should, laugh out loud at scientists. 
This will, in fact, be the very best way to prevent them from regu- 
lating us, or averaging us, or conditioning us to synthetic happiness. 
For what are they doing? It is the most laughable thing in the world. 
They are all crowding round and bowing low before a Sacred Cow.

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A cold, to the man who has one, is simply a com- 
bination of unpleasant symptoms of which the most 
bothersome is a congested and runny nose. To a doc: 
tor these symptoms do not automatically spell cold: 
they may mark the onset of some other infectious 
disease or of an allergie reaction. Congestion of the 
nose and the rapid flow of fluid are natural protec- 
tive devices probably intended to keep out or wash 
away any harmful agent. Both of these defensive re- 
actions occur whenever the nose is irritated, regard- 
less of whether the cause of irritation is a chemically 
caused allergic condition (drawings, top right) or a 
germ-caused infectious cold (bottom right). 

This superficial similarity between the infectious 
cold and the common allergic inflammation of the 
nose is responsible for most of the present disagree- 
ment about the value of antihistamines. For it raises 
the question of whether the many “cold” victims 
who have obtained relief with these drugs actually 
had true colds at all. Theirs may have been among 
the one half to two thirds of all so-called colds which 
are really allergic or other noninfectious conditions. 
In the case of allergy, antihistamines are thought to 
reduce nasal congestion by shrinking the blood ves- 
sels leading into the nasal tissues and reducing the 
heavy flow of blood. It is possible that the drugs may 
have a similar effect on the congestion of an infec- 
tious cold. In either case, however, the net effect is 
at best a temporary though welcome reduction of 
disagreeable symptoms and not in any sense a cure 
involving the elimination of their original cause.

The antihistamines probably relieve symptoms of allergies and colds 
by contracting small blood vessels (pp. 130, 131). They may also be 
able to relieve asthma by expanding constricted bronchial tubes—an 
opposite reaction drug acts differently on different structures 
Bronchial tubes contain muscle on which antihistamine can have 
a relaxing effect. How it does so is shown by a simple test: a piece of liv- 
ing intestine (also smooth muscle) is placed in a warm solution. When 
histamine is added (above) the muscle suddenly contracts.
